They must 
have electricians, however, to look af¬ 
ter the lighting plant and apparatus 
as well as the searchlights employed in 
the service! The engineers on this sta¬ 
tion are not Idle br •ny means. 

The local garrison has just received a 
visit from Lieut.-Col. Paul Weatherbe, 
O. C,. R. C. E., of Halifax, who is Just 
completing an official Inspection of all 
the Canadian military stations, com¬ 
mencing at Halifax and including Que¬ 
bec. Toronto. London, Kingston, Mon¬ 
treal. St. Johns, P. Q.. Ottawa and Vic¬ 
toria. He left Halifax About the first 
of September and has been over a 
month on tho road. 

So far as the personnel of the local 
’ establishment Is concerned, the com¬ 
manding officer said It was excellent, 

' I and he also expressed satisfaction at 
the appearance of the barracks prem¬ 
ises, the forts and equipment. He 
recognised the need for strengthening 
the station with regard to the number 
of men enrolled, and It was suggested 
that his report to the department 
w-ould be to this effect. The total 
strength of the local garrison, includ¬ 
ing engineers, artillery, ordnance, pay 
department, army service corps, army 
medical corps, etc., is about 130 men.

The unrest among the natives of India 
ia causing concern, and we cannot afford 
either to fan discontent by our treatment 
of the Anglo-Indian immigrants. 

Japan and India are Important factors 
in counterbalancing the'awakening power 
of China, not to mention the ambitions of 
other nations In the Far East. We may 
need the good-will yet of these two to 
protect our trade with Asia. 

Our geographical position on the Paci¬ 
fic, while subjecting us to certain dan¬ 
gers from Oriental races, also gives us 
great advantages in our dealings with 
them by which we may build up our 
country.

On one occasion 
when nearly suffocated by my frfhd'a 
cigar's smoke, I expostulated with him, 
but he pushed the cigars towards me, 
saying, ’Take one yourself, old m&n; it’s 
the best remedy.’ Reluctantly I took 
one and smoked it And since that

Posted as Missing Last-Year. 


The tolling of the "Lutlne’a" bell at 
Lloyd’s, London, for a missing vessel 
as large as the steamship Nicaraguan 
Is fortunately a rare* event; but the 
“legion, of the lost ones" is probably a 
much larger one than the public know, 
an underwriter informed a London 
Morning Leader representative. 

Last year, for Instance. 17 British and 
14 foreign vessels were pasted as miss¬ 
ing. the passengers and crews totalling 
1,000. The year 1S82 was a record year, 
147 sailjng vessels and. 25 steamers be¬ 
ing posted; 2,000 passengers and crew 
went with that huge fleet. The Nicar-

The Longest Non-Stop Run. 

The Great Western railway establish¬ 
ed in the early hours of one mbrnlttg a 
new record in long-distance runs. 
Hitherto their longest non-stop run has 
been to Plymouth. 228 1-2 miles, which 
Is covered In 4 hours, 5 minutes, the 
average speed being 55 miles an hour. 

The previous night at 8.40 a special 
run was started from Paddington to 
Fishguard. 281 s-4 miles, with a party 
of two hundred persons, en route for 
Killarney. The train arrived at Fish¬ 
guard at 1.38 the following morning, 
four minutes ahead of the scheduled 
time. The average speed during the 
four hours fifty-eight minutes’ travel¬ 
ling was 52.7 miles an hour. * That It 
was somewhat less than the speed on 
the Plymouth run Is accounted for by 
the heavy gradients In South Wales, 
and by the fact that the Plymouth line 
Is one of the finest in the kingdom. If 
not in the world. Some of the South 
Wales gradients are to be eliminated Fn 
the -course of a year or two, when the 
new. ’’out-off" line, now being con¬ 
structed. is completed. 

Mr. Pope, representing the general 
manager of the line, Mr. Aldington, the 
assistant superintendent, and Mr. Wil¬ 
liams. of the locomotive department, 
travelled with the train; and. in estab¬ 
lishing this new record in long distances ‘ 
on their system, they were able to re¬ 
port very smooth and easy running, the 
engine being quite fit. If It had been 
necessary, immediately to make the re¬ 
turn Journey, "perfectly cool,” to use 
the words of one authority, “and Ifi 
splendid fettle." 

With the exception of a non-stop run 
to Carlisle. 299 miles, which has been 
accomplished on two or three occas¬ 
ions by the London and North-Western 
railway at an average speed of about 
fifty miles an hour, the run from Pad¬ 
dington to Fishguard is the longest 
non-stop run In the world. 

,At the London Zoo. 

Among the additions which have been 
lately made to the London Zoological 
Society’s menagerie, two are particu¬ 
larly Interesting, representing as they 
do two species which have not been 
seen in the gardens for quite a long 
time. 

The great anteater (Myrmecophaga 
Jubata) used to be one nf the most fa¬ 
miliar objects In the collection; but un¬ 
til now the society has been without a 
specimen for many months. This ani¬ 
mal Is too well known to need any de¬ 
scription. As a rule. It does very well 
In captivity, llnely minced meet and 
egga being a fairly good substitute for 
It# natural food. It# spreading tall af¬ 
fords a good protection from rain and 
sun. but Its only offensive weapons are 
Its claws, which are sharp and power¬ 
ful, esjerlally those of the forefeet. 
These are not worn down In walking, 
for the anteater, bringing Its forelegs 
down on the knuckles, keeps It claws 
sharp and ready for use. 

The Clouded Tiger (Fell# nebuloea) la 
one of the largest of the Asiatic small 
cats, the adult male attaining the di¬ 
mensions of a small leopard. Its brown¬ 
ish-yellow coat Is irregularly marked 
with black blotches and short stripes 
on the body and spots on the head and 
limbs.

Electric Marvel. 

A unique electrical achievement was 
effected on the afternoon of September 
28th. when the whole of the Involved 
network of telephone lines of the Ger- 
rard Exchange In London—the busiest 
and most complicated operated In the 
metropolis by the National Telephone 
Company—was transferred from its old 
building to the new one which adjoins 
It In the extraordinarily brief space of 
froth four to five minutes. 

Precisely at 2.30 p-. m. an army ot 
several hundred men, at the signal of 
several superintendents, fell to work 
with feverish energy, and before 2.35 
the “calls" of the 8.600 present sub¬ 
scribers—which now number close upon 
150,000 a week, or at the average rate 
of 18 each per day—were passing with¬ 
out a hitch through the switchboards 
of the new exchange, at which the 300 
girl operators were stationed in read¬ 
iness.

Ship and Steamboat Supplies 


Ring Collapses, Killing Ten People and 
Injuring Many Others.

I While a bull-fight was In progress at 
[ Ampuero. near Madrid, the seat tiers of 
the bull-ring suddenly collapsed, and a 
terrible scene ensued. 

The seats were crowded with specta¬ 
tors. and hundreds of them fell with 
the crashing timbers In a confused'and 
shrieking mass, many of them being 
thrown Into the arena. These were at 
once attacked by the maddened bull, 
whose rushes caused the wildest panic. 

This was only checked by one of the 
matadors, Marinerito, seizing the bull 
by the tail and hanging on to him till 
another matador was able to dispatch 
the animal. 

Rescue worit was at once attempted, 
an l It was then found that ten people 
had been killed outright, and some 
two hundred more or less severely In¬ 
jured.
